Arguably the world's 
most important T-Rex is 
making its Canadian de¬ 
but this weekend at the 
Museum of Natural Histo¬ 
ry in Halifax. 

Standing 18 feet tall 
and 42 feet long — from 
nose to the tip of its tail 
— this Tyrannosaurus rex 
named Sue is the largest, 
most complete dinosaur 
of its kind, said Jeff Gray, 
curator of marketing and 
communications for the 


museum. 

“I think the reason 
(she’s the most impor¬ 
tant) is that she was the 
largest and also that she 
was 90 per cent com¬ 
plete," he said, after the 
dinosaur was put together 
at the museum’s location 
on Summer Street yester¬ 
day morning. 

Previous to Sue, the 
most complete dinosaur 
was 60 per cent intact. 

Sue, named after Sue 
Hendrickson who found 
the remains, was discov¬ 
ered in South Dakota in 
1990. The Field Museum 


in Chicago kept Sue until 
2000, when they made 
castings which have made 
their way around the 
world for the past several 
years. 

During Sue’s stay, the 
museum will also have ex¬ 
hibits showcasing the his¬ 
tory of dinosaurs, their 
evolution, how scientists 
believe they went extinct 
and hands-on interactive 
exhibits. 

Gray said people will 
also be able to get a first¬ 
hand look at how di¬ 
nosaurs’ joints work, the 
difference between

Sarah Palin posted a nearly 
eight-minute video on her 
Faceboolc page early yester¬ 
day, accusing journalists 
and pundits of inciting ha¬ 
tred and violence in the 
wake of a deadly Arizona 
shooting that gravely 
wounded a U.S. congress- 
woman. 

Last spring, Palin target¬ 
ed Democratic Rep. 
Gabrielle Giffords’ district 
in Arizona as one of 20 that 
should be taken back. Palin 
has been criticized for 
marking each district with 
the crosshairs of a gun 
sight. 

In the video, the 2008 
Republican vice-presiden¬ 
tial candidate said vigorous 
debates are a cherished tra-

dition. But she said after 
the election, both sides 
find common ground, even 
though they disagree. 

“But, especially within 
hours of a tragedy unfold¬ 


ing, journalists and pun¬ 
dits should not manufac¬ 
ture a blood libel that 
serves only to incite the 
veiy hatred and violence 
they purport to condemn. 
That is reprehensible,” she 
said. 

The term “blood libel” is 
the false allegation that 
Jews kill non-Jews, espe¬ 
cially Christian children, to 
acquire blood for the 
Passover or other Jewish 
rituals, according to the 
Jewish Virtual Library. 

It has been used in other 
contexts, and Palin’s mean¬ 
ing was not clear. Her aides 
did not immediately re¬ 
spond to an email early 
yesterday.

Canada inks deal to sell seal 


Federal Fisheries Minister 
Gail Shea is heralding a 
new trade deal with China 
that will see the world’s 
most populous country im¬ 
port Canadian seal meat 
and possibly breathe new 
life into the ailing industiy. 

Shea announced the 
agreement yesterday in a 
conference call from Bei¬ 
jing, where she is trying to 
promote Canadian seafood 
and seal products. 

Shea said the deal, 
which has been in the 
works for more than a 
year, will take effect today 
and make Canada the only 
country allowed to export

seal meat and oil to the 
massive Chinese market. 

“For Canada, sealing is 
about more than fur — the 
trade of other seal prod¬ 
ucts represents a growing 
share of what is already a 
multimillion-dollar busi¬ 
ness,” she said. 

“This is all part of the 
bigger picture of growing 
this industry to its full po¬ 


tential.” 

But animal rights ac¬ 
tivists argue Canadian 
processors could have a 
hard time selling the ma¬ 
ligned products in China, 
which they say has little 
appetite for the meat and 
is joining a growing num¬ 
ber of countries that view 
the seal hunt as inhumane. 

“I don’t believe there is 
any future for the Canadi¬ 
an sealing industry in Chi¬ 
na,” Rebecca Aldworth, a 
Canadian spokeswoman 
for the Humane Society of 
the United States, said 
from Montreal.

“They told us it was pro¬ 
hibited,” she said in an in¬ 
terview with the Toronto 
Star.

Prostitutes to pay taxes 

Amid budget cuts and falling revenues, the Dutch 
government has warned prostitutes in Amsterdam’s 
red light district to expect a business-only visit from 
the taxman this year.

It takes me a while to settle 
into a new city. 

A few years will pass as 
I learn about its peo¬ 
ple, its feel, its 
rhythm.

It 
will just be for a few weeks this 
summer. I’ll totally call on your 
birthday.

Michel Gondry makes his 
first bid at a big-budget 
studio tent-pole with The 
Green Hornet, based on 
the 1940s radio program 
and 1960s TV series. Metro 
caught up with Gondry to 
discuss his sketching 
habit, dealing with racial 
issues and avoiding inti¬ 
macy on screen. 

Do you still create extensive 
storyboards for your work? 

My first movie, Human Na¬ 
ture, I did every single shot 
in stoiyboard because the 
budget was small and I 


wanted to do everything, 
like a piece of Lego. Every 
set was conceived and 
done on stage. And then I 
realized it suffocated the 
actor a little bit. So since 
then I decided that when it 
concerns only the actor, I 
will not storyboard. It will 
be open to conversation at 
the last minute. Now when 
there are 10 cars flipping 
and exploding, and the 
building is exploding and 
falling apart, then you 
have to do some story¬ 
boards. 

With the character of Kato, 
The Green Hornet has had 
some unpleasant racial con¬ 
notations associated with it. 
How did you work to avoid 
or address those? 


To me, that was the main 
thing. Even in the draft I 
had 10 years ago or 15 
years ago, he was still the 
servant. It was very conde¬ 
scending to have him as 
the servant. That was one 
thing we didn’t want to 
have in this movie. But 
you know what’s really 
funny, and a thing I don’t 
understand? People criti¬ 
cized us that we took a real 
Chinese actor — actually 
he’s from Taiwan — to 
have a bigger market. But 
it’s so funny because the 
problem of all the Ameri¬ 
can movies I can remem¬ 
ber is that they would 
never take a real Chinese 
person to do a Chinese 
character. David Carradine 
played Kung Fu, which was 


supposed to be played by 
Bruce Lee — it was a con¬ 
cept by Bruce Lee. But they 
didn’t want him because 
he was too Chinese. And 
here we take a real Chi¬ 
nese actor, and people still 
complain. There is always 
room for complaint. 

You’ve mentioned avoiding 
including much of a love sto¬ 
ry in this film because you 
thought it would be too dis¬ 
tracting. 

Not that I’m somebody 
pure who never sees sex in 
movies and everything like 
that, but a lot of time I feel 
uncomfortable when peo¬ 
ple get too intimate on the 
screen. I remember with 
Kate Winslet and Jim Car¬ 
rey we had some pretty 


hot scenes (in Eternal Sun¬ 
shine of the Spotless 
Mind), and once I was in 
there, I was, “OK, put your 
hand in his pants and go 
for it.” Then when you 
man the camera, you go 
for it. But I generally don’t 
like to watch the scene. 
And I remember they 
asked me if Kirsten Dunst 
could be topless, and I did¬ 
n’t want to ask her. They 
made me ask her, they 
forced me to ask her, the 
producer. And I did it, and 
she said to me, “No. The 
only director that I would 
get my bra off for would be 
(Pedro) Almodovar, not 
you.” It was really embar¬ 
rassing because I didn’t 
want her to do it in the 
first place.

Multi-tasking at the table 

Many home-owners now 
see the dining room as a 
flexible space where meals 
are not the only priority. In 
many homes, the dining 
room table is the go-to loca¬ 
tion for working on ait 
projects, wrapping gifts 
and doing homework, says 
Flynn. So people are seek¬ 
ing durable tables that can 
withstand plenty of atten¬ 
tion. rather than polished 
ones that are easily 
scratched. 

Dining room storage has 
also changed. The dining 
room may now double as a 
home office, with a laptop 
and paperwork stashed in 
the sideboard during 


meals. 

Mixing instead of match¬ 
ing 

The days of the perfectly 
matched suite of furniture 
— the “dining room set” — 
are over. In designer-deco- 
rated homes, you’re more 
likely to see deliberately 
mismatched chairs and a 
table that contrasts with 
the room’s other furniture. 

“Even retailers like West 
Elm are catching on” with 
this trend, Flynn says. They 
may offer matching chairs 
for the ends of the table 
and then a mix of seating 
for the sides that includes 
benches and chairs. 

Using mismatched china 
is also big, Gorder says, in¬ 
cluding “mixing a few

When Gabriel Desjardins 
was left off NHL Central 
Scouting’s rankings for the 
2011 draft earlier this week, 
Bobby Smith was quick to 
offer some words of encour¬ 
agement. 

“I told the players, 
‘When I was an NHL gener¬ 
al manager, one thing I nev¬ 
er paid attention to was the 
NHL Central Scouting list,’ 
and that's the truth,” said 
the Halifax Mooseheads 
owner and head coach, who 
was GM of the Phoenix Coy¬ 
otes from 1997 to 2000. 

Desjardins, an 18-year- 
old winger, certainly hasn’t 
had the season he probably 
hoped for after represent¬ 
ing Canada at the IIHF 
world under-18 champi¬ 
onship last April. 

He’s sat out half of the 
Mooseheads’ games with a 
concussion and more re¬ 
cently a knee injury, mus¬ 
tering just four goals and an 
assist in 21 games. 

But to say his draft 
dream is dead because of in¬ 
juries and Central Scout¬ 
ing’s snub wouldn’t be 
accurate, Smith said. 

“People know what he 
is,” Smith said. “Guy Car- 
bonneau coached him at 
the under-18’s in Belarus 
and thinks very highly of 
him. Teams that like him 
really like him at the NHL 
level.” 

Although the jury is still 
out on his offensive upside, 


the Montreal native has 
speed to bum and outstand¬ 
ing work ethic and determi¬ 
nation. 

“I had a scout in my of¬ 
fice earlier this year, and I 
said, ‘Where’s Desjardins 
gonna get picked?’" Smith 
recalled. “He said, ‘Third 
round, and if you really 
want him, you’re going to 
have to step up and take 
him in the second round.’” 

Desjardins, who could 
return from his latest in¬ 
jury as early as Saturday, 
will probably need a strong 
finish to be a second- or 
third-rounder, but even if 
it’s later rather than sooner, 
Smith is willing to bet on 
one thing: “I think some 
body’s going to step up and 
take him.”

“It’ll make it more inter¬ 
esting,” the Pittsburgh Pen¬ 
guins defenceman said 
yesterday. “I’m used to 
playing him in practice, so 
it would be fun to play 
against him. 

“But it’s not a real game. 
It’s not like it’s a regular 
season game. Nobody’s go¬ 
ing to get hit, so it’s all 
good.” 

The prospect of
